Campbell said he has consulted with Aga- 
wam resident, Jim Markowski, who provides 
training to law enforcement agencies in fire- 
arms, tactical training and risk management 
as his business.

WEST SPRINGFIELD — Marcia McKenzie began a re- 
cent presentation about Alzheimer’s by playing a brief video 
that set out the stark facts about the disease. Roughly 5.4 
million Americans now suffer from Alzheimer’s, and of 
those, roughly one in every seven (that is, about 800,000 
people with the disease) live alone. Half of those don’t have 
an identifiable caregiver. 

Even in early stages of the disease, living alone is a risk 
factor for falls or other causes of accidental injury or death. 
Life alone also often means that the affected individuals have 
to drive themselves, which is again a big risk factor not only 
for them, but for the public. 

McKenzie was speaking at a “Food for Thought” lun- 
cheon at the Storrowton Tavern in West Springfield, Jan. 
23, as a representative of the Alzheimer’s Association. She 
works in association’s Western Massachusetts regional of- 
fice in Springfield. 

After the video, McKenzie spoke about the nature of the 
disease, its broad societal impact, and the work that her as- 
sociation is doing. 

There is, alas, no cure for Alzheimer’s, she said. It remains 
an irreversible degeneration. The disease isn’t merely a mat- 
ter of memory loss, scary as that can be; memory loss is part 
of the broader fact — Alzheimer’s gradually undermines the 
brain’s ability to process information. 

Everything we do, and everything our brains continue to 
do for us even as we sleep, involves information processing. 
Alzheimer’s then, is an attack on personality and cognition 
as well as memory, and will eventually lead to death from 
total brain failure. 

Further, it is not exclusively a disease of the elderly. Al- 
most 4 percent of those who have the disease have its young- 
er-onset form, which can strike people in their 30s or 40s. 
The Social Security Administration now includes this on its 
list of conditions that fall under its Compassionate Allow- 
ance Initiative.

There are only four drugs that, at present, are approved for 
use by the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) and are on 
the market for treatment of the symptoms of Alzheimer’s: 
Aricept, Exelon, Reminyl, and Exiba. 

McKenzie warned that if there is no progress in the pre- 
vention, treatment, and/or cure of this disease in the years to 
come, the impact will be enormous. At present, the econom- 
ic impact in the U.S. is $200 billion a year, and that figure 
(which includes a $140 billion cost to the Medicare/Medic- 
aid systems) is on the way up. 

The Alzheimer’s Association projects a cost of $1.1 tril- 
lion (in 2013 dollar value) by 2050. McKenzie referred her 
listeners to the association’s website (www.alz.org) for more 
information. That site, among much else, includes a break- 
down of the incidence of the disease by state. Massachu- 
setts had roughly 120 thousand residents with Alzheimer’s in 
2010, (a figure that had been flat since 2000) and it is thought 
likely to have 140 thousand in 2025 (a 17 percent increase.) 

McKenzie also spoke of what her association does, and 
doesn’t, do. “We always have people calling asking, ‘Can 
you send someone to look after my father,” she said. But 
they can’t because they don’t provide direct care. Rather, 
they have a 24/7 help line (1-800-272-3900), which helps 
people — patients and their caregivers — find resources and 
sometimes clinical trials. In addition, they run support 
groups, help fund research, and advocate with lawmakers 
and regulators. 

The association also sponsors the Walk to End Alzheim- 
er’s, a fund raising event held around the country. This year’s 
walk for the MA/NH chapter will take place in late Septem- 
ber, with walkers stepping off from Holyoke Community 
College.

Working together 
for safety’s sake 


W Jatching television news coverage 
about catastrophic events, we’ve all 


thought it: That could never happen to us. 
But the simple fact of the matter is, it could, 
and it’s important to be prepared when di- 
saster strikes. 

It was with that in mind that Agawam Po- 
lice Chief Robert Campbell submitted a re- 
quest to the city council to transfer $35,217 
for “active shooter” training for all sworn 
personnel in his department recently. Fol- 
lowing mass shooting incidents like the one 
that took place in a crowded Colorado movie 
theater last July and, more recently, the hor- 
rific school shooting in Connecticut, Camp- 
bell determined that his officers needed 
better preparation in the event that tragedy 
should strike our bucolic town. 

In addressing the council Jan. 22, Camp- 
bell said that since the Columbine school 
shooting in 1999, there have been over 30 
mass shootings in our nation that have ne- 
cessitated police intervention before the ar- 
rival of specially-trained tactical response 
teams. As a result, it is imperative that lo- 
cal police officers receive tactical training, 
which he said will allow them to effectively 
neutralize those incidents without becoming 
casualties themselves. 

We credit police officials here with being 
proactive in the fight against violence in our 
schools, as well as other department heads 
for supporting the initiative. In coming up 
with his training plans, Campbell met with 
Agawam Schools Superintendent William 
Sapelli, who offered the department use of 
any of the town’s schools for the tactical 
training, which Campbell hopes to have take 
place during school vacation. 

Kudos to Campbell and Agawam govern- 
ment officials — including Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen and city councilors — for looking to 
put not only the safety of our children, but 
that of our officers, at the forefront of dis- 
cussions, 

Here’s hoping that the town of Agawam 
need never to benefit from the tactical les- 
sons learned.

ing a motor vehicle; that’s what my 
dad taught me years ago when I was learn- 
ing to drive our family’s 1996 Geo Prizm. 
The lesson stuck with me and I’m proud to 
say that today, close to 15 years after I got 
my license, I still have never been in (or 
caused!) an accident. 

In the two years that I’ve been a faithful 
commuter from Monson to Agawam — 25 
miles or 30 minutes from my home to my 
office — ve come to learn a lot not only 
about myself (and the mechanics of my 
car), but about other drivers as well. 

Ask anyone who knows me pretty well 
and they’ll tell you that for a woman, I 
know a lot about cars. Part of that stems 
from my years working at a Ford dealer- 
ship in eastern Mass. while in high school/ 
college, during which time I learned about 
not only the models that we sold, but about 
competing cars on the market. To this day, 
I have an uncanny ability to identify a 
vehicle in the dark just by the glow of its 
headlights and can narrow down a specific

model year of various cars based on body 
trim or rim design. I can also tell what 
kind of vehicle is driving by based solely 
on its engine sound (i.e. whether it’s a V6 
or a V8), and can identify which car in 
my parking lot is in use just 
by the noise it made when it 
started. 

When I first started driv- 
ing, I was nervous about go- 
ing on the highway, specifi- 
cally merging in with other 
vehicles at a high rate of 
speed, mostly because my 
car had a small engine and thus would take 
some time to reach 65 miles an hour. 

“Just keep an eye on your rear-view and 
side mirrors,” my dad instructed me at the 
time. “There’s a lot of physics involved in 
driving; you can estimate how much time 
and room you’ll have to merge if you are 
always aware of your surroundings.” 

At the time, I thought he was nuts; I had 
enough to worry about with keeping the 
car on a straight trajectory, never mind try- 


Appetizers for two 


Se a drink with an appetizer af- 
ter work is a great way to go over the 
events of the day with your dinner partner. 
And there is no rule that 
says it must be an alcoholic 
drink. Whatever drink you 
are serving, I find that a 
martini glass is always good 
for ‘sipping’ and slowing 
down the pace of your pre- 
dinner conversation. 

I like to nibble on some- 
thing savory during the 
‘cocktail’ hour and there 
are many ways to serve ap- 
petizers in minimal time. 
One of my favorites is serv- 
ing store-bought hummus 
with Kalamata olives and 
tortilla chips. The olives 
may be chopped and added 
to the hummus, or you may 
serve the olives whole on 
the side. 

Another quick and easy 
appetizer is to use round 
toothpicks skewered with a cheese cube, 
grape tomato, and a folded slice of pep- 
peroni drizzled with a little olive oil or Ital- 
ian dressing. And whenever I am asked to 
bring an appetizer to a party, and I have no 
time to do so, my easiest is recipe is to fill 
mini phyllo cups with chicken salad from 
the deli and top with a half of a small Span- 
ish olive or sprinkle of chopped parsley. 
These are always a hit! 

As simple as it may be, the recipe below 
is one of my most complicated. It can be 
prepared ahead and reheated as directed. It 
is not recommended to reheat in the micro- 
wave, as they will become soggy. Please 
remember that all ovens may vary so be 
conservative with your cooking times by 
checking to be sure the bread is not over- 
cooked.

Mushroom Onion Toasties - 375° oven 


1 can (4 oz.) mushrooms, well drained 

4 slices soft bread, 
white or wheat 

2 T. light mayonnaise 

1/4 C. grated Parmesan 
cheese 

1/3 C. crushed French 
Fried onion rings 


Finely chop mush- 
rooms and allow to drain 
on a paper towel. Cut 3 
bread rounds from each 
slice of bread with a 2” 
biscuit cutter. (I save the 
excess bread for mak- 
ing my meatballs and/or 
meatloaf.) Spray the 
inside of 12 mini muf- 
fin cups with nonstick 
cooking spray. Press one 
round into each muffin 
cup. Bake in a 375° oven 
for about 5 minutes or 
until they turn light brown. In a small bowl, 
combine chopped mushrooms, mayonnaise, 
cheese, and onion rings. Spoon mixture 
evenly into baked bread rounds and bake for 
another 10-12 minutes or until the cheese is 
melted and the bottoms are golden brown. 
Allow to set for 3-5 minutes before remov- 
ing from muffin cups. Serve hot. To reheat, 
place on a cookie sheet, or back in the mini 
muffin pan, and bake in a 350° oven for 5- 
7 minutes or until heated through. Yield: 2 
servings

ing to add science into the mix. Besides, 
he knew I was never very good at science 
that involved math to begin with. I real- 
ize now, though, Dad was right... although 
it doesn’t hurt to know how much power 
you have to work with. Merg- 
ing onto the MassPike is a lot 
easier with my V6 SUV than 
it was with my four-cylinder 
sedan, and it’s a lot more fun 
to drive my boyfriend’s V8 
SUV on the highway than it is 
to drive mine, but I digress. 

I can’t perform mechanical 
work on my car — I leave that to the profes- 
sionals — but I understand the mechanics 
enough to be able to operate it safely in all 
weather conditions. 

For example, because I know my ve- 
hicle’s 60-0 mph breaking distance is 
roughly 149 feet (on dry pavement), I try 
never to tailgate other drivers on the high- 
way.

How could anyone make the assumption that 
an impact study would imply advocacy, and 
especially to a casino location that abuts our 
town line? Using this line of reasoning, study- 
ing any issue at all would imply acceptance. 
Frankly, I’ve never heard of such a thing.

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following a minor crash. While I was able 
to slow down without risking running 
into the back of the car in front of me, the 
woman in the SUV behind me (an older 
model of my car that I happen to know has 
a stopping distance of about 134 feet) was 
forced to cut into the breakdown lane to 
avoid hitting me because she was driving 
too close. 

Those are the people who tend to say, 
“IT don’t know what happened; my brakes 
didn’t work,” when they crash, mind you. 

That’s not to say accidents don’t hap- 
pen, because they do, especially in the 
winter, but I believe the majority of them 
stem from the operator not understanding 
how his or her actions affect the mechan- 
ics of the car (or vice versa). I also know 
through my work as a reporter that there 
is a lot of physics involved in investigat- 
ing and reconstructing an accident, which 
only makes me wish I had paid more atten- 
tion to my science classes in high school. 

Now that we understand the science, 
who wants to go on a road trip?

TV show on raising kids now airing

talk show began its run on Agawam’s cable 
station in late December. Bill Corbett, the 
show’s host and executive producer, an- 
swers parenting questions, interviews ex- 
perts, and demonstrates parenting tips. A 
Western Massachusetts native who now 
lives in Enfield, Conn., he is the author of 
the award-winning parenting book series, 
“Love, Limits, & Lessons.” 

Corbett, a parenting expert who has made 
parent coaching and keynote presentations 
to parent and professional audiences across 
the country, is no stranger to Agawam. He’s 
worked closely with Agawam school staff 
on many occasions, including serving as a 
panelist on a bullying forum presented by 
the district in 2010. 

A good fit 

Shortly after Channel 12 was launched 
last spring, Agawam officials learned about 
Corbett’s locally-produced show that is aired 
across the country. They thought it might be 
a good fit for the town’s new channel. 

Corbett sent DVDs of the show that were 
reviewed by Ann Flynn, the school district’s 
administrative information technology spe- 
cialist. Flynn watched episodes of the show 
to ensure that its content would be appropri- 
ate to be broadcast in Agawam. 

“We decided to air the show because it of- 
fers topics that most parents would be inter- 
ested in watching,” said Flynn. “The show 
is a great addition to Channel 12 because it 
provides information that can help parents.” 

New episodes of the show air Wednesdays 
and Sundays at 10 a.m. and 8 p.m. Flynn said 
the airtimes allow working parents the op- 
portunity to watch the show at a convenient 
time during the week and on the weekend. 
She added that the district is considering 
scheduling rebroadcasts of original shows so 
that parents who missed these episodes can 
see them. 

The interactive show is taped before for a 
live audience in a cable TV station studio in 
Enfield. Corbett frequently includes guests 
from surrounding Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts communities who talk about parent 
and discipline issues. 

Corbett uses his TV show to feature guest 
experts and parents with both questions and 
success stories. He also demonstrates step- 
by-step techniques that parents can use to 
make positive changes at home. 

Corbett is also the founder and president 
of Cooperative Kids, a national network of 
parent educators that provides live training 
and learning materials. The training is de- 
signed to help parents and professionals bet- 
ter understand children’s behavior so they 
can rebuild their “discipline toolbox” for 
raising cooperative kids. 

A professional speaker, Corbett presents 
parent education courses to parents and 
professionals. A writer whose syndicated 
column on discipline appears in parenting 
publications in many states, he created and 
hosted a syndicated talk radio show, “Parent 
Talk.” 

Two years ago, Corbett reached another 
milestone in his pursuit to help and reach 
more parents. That’s when he launched

“Creating Cooperative Kids” before a live 
studio audience — and moved his workshops 
and presentations from school auditoriums 
to parents’ living rooms. The show enabled 
him to not only reach more parents and fami- 
lies but also to fulfill a dream. 

“As a parent educator, behavior specialist, 
and author, my goal has always been to reach 
and help as many parents as I can,” said Cor- 
bett. “I knew that I had a public access TV 
studio in my town at my disposal. All I had 
to do was to go in and find out how to use it 
for a good cause.” 

Corbett’s original intent was to broadcast 
his show just to Enfield parents. However, 
soon after he began producing the show, he 
learned that it could also be aired on other 
public access channels. 


Produced locally, aired internationally 

Agawam’s Channel 12 is now among 200 
public access channels from Maine to Cali- 
fornia currently broadcasting the show. It 
also airs on regional community television 
stations in New Zealand and in Cape Town, 
South Africa. And, just as the show began 
airing in Agawam, Corbett completed taping 
his 20th episode — two years of shows. 

Corbett said he modeled his show after 
major network talk shows — like Dr. Phil 
— that invite experts on the shows to provide 
commentary on family issues and problems. 
“My goal was to imitate these mainstream 
shows to offer high-quality information in 
short segments to keep viewers interested.” 

To achieve that goal, Corbett breaks his 
show into five, nine-minute segments sepa- 
rated by two-and-a-half-minute commercial 
breaks. The breaks are also filled with public 
service announcements on topics he person- 
ally supports or that are related to the topics 
in the show. 

“Each segment is either my interview of 
an expert on a topic of interest to parents or 
teachers, or an instructional segment where I 
alone offer step-by-step instructions for any 
caregivers of children,” explained Corbett. 

The final segment of each show is devoted 
to Corbett answering a viewer’s question 
that he selects from the show’s email box. 
“Frequently, I invite my guest to come back 
on the show to help me answer the viewer’s 
question,” he added. 

Corbett said he’s received “tremendous 
positive feedback” from viewers. “Some 
have emailed me to share how one particu- 
lar episode or another helped them with their 
parenting. Often I get messages that say, 
“Where was your show when my kids were 
little?” 

Corbett said he believes his show is mak- 
ing a difference when it comes to educating 
adults on non-punitive methods for raising 
responsible children. “I’m very proud of the 
fact that ’ve donated my time and money to 
make this show happen for parents around 
the world — and to help them replace puni- 
tive, out-date discipline methods with mod- 
ern-age, more respectful methods for creat- 
ing cooperative kids.”

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Educational channel 
off to good start

Channel 12, Agawam’s new public ac- 
cess television channel dedicated to edu- 
cation topics and the town’s schools, ap- 
pears to be a hit. 

Agawam Superintendent William Sa- 
pelli and Ann Flynn, the school district’s 
administrative information technology 
specialist, said the feedback about the 
channel from parents and teachers has 
been “very positive.” 

The channel, a project of the city, the 
town’s public schools, Comcast, and the 
Agawam Cable Television Commission, 
debuted last May. The new channel is in 
addition to the city’s main community ac- 
cess channel, Channel 15. Both channels 
are broadcast from the high school’s new 
video production studio. 

Feedback wanted 

While the channel has been well-re- 
ceived — based on initial responses — Fly- 
nn and Sapelli said they want more com- 
ments and suggestions about the fledgling 
cable channel. “Feedback from parents 
and other residents about Channel 12 is 
important to those of us working on creat- 
ing new programming,” said Flynn. 

She added that anyone with questions 
or comments regarding information or 
content aired on the channel can email 
channell12@agawampublicschools.org or 
call 726-1640. 

Flynn said the goal of Channel 12 is to 
offer programming that highlights activi- 
ties in the town’s schools as well as gen- 
eral education topics. She said the chan- 
nel has already broadcast some student 
projects at several schools. 

The channel also provides more infor- 
mation about the educational resources 
available for children and parents, such as 
the district’s before- and after-school pro- 
grams and the early childhood program. 

While the programming is still lim- 
ited, the channel recently added its first 
locally-produced show, “Creating Coop- 
erative Kids.” Taped and produced in En- 
field, Conn., it focuses on helping parents 
raise children. Episodes of the interactive 
talk show — broadcast four times a week 
— have been airing since December (see 
main story). 

It also airs several science programs 


provided by NASA. In addition, the chan- 
nel recently filmed student art shows at 
various schools. Flynn said the art shows 
were rebroadcast multiple times during the 
recent break between Christmas and New 
Year’s so visiting relatives would have a 
chance to see the student art projects. 

The channel also ran a fire prevention 
video and some PSAs (public service an- 
nouncements) produced by students. 

Bulletins keep parents informed 

When no programs are broadcast, the 
channel runs informational bulletins. 
“The bulletins help keep parents informed 
about school and town programs that ben- 
efit them and their children,” said Flynn. 
She added that the channel also publicizes 
the agendas for the twice monthly school 
committee meetings. 

Another useful parent feature provided 
by the channel is information on how to 
open an Edline account. Edline is a com- 
munications gateway where parents can 
learn about their children’s grades, as- 
signments, and academic progress. 

Flynn and Sapelli said they hope to in- 
crease the hours and the amount of pro- 
gramming on Channel 12 as high school 
students in video production classes be- 
gin producing more material to be aired 
on TV. 

More programming planned 

“We're in the infancy stage right now, 
but as students develop more programs 
we'll be able to add more hours of pro- 
gramming to the channel. This will also 
allow us to build a library of shows that 
we can draw from and put on the air,” said 
Sapelli. 

He added that school concerts, plays, 
and special classroom activities are 
among events that could be filmed and 
aired on the channel. Sapelli said that 
teachers have also been helpful in making 
suggestions for future programs. 

The concept of developing a television 
studio at the high school that allows stu- 
dents to produce content and broadcast 
from the studio was first proposed in 2009. 
The location of the studio gives students 
the opportunity to gain hands on experi- 
ence that can prepare them for work in 
digital-media design, broadcasting, video 
production, marketing, programming, 
corporate communications, 3D animation 
and video-game design.

some priorities to put into some other ar- 
eas in this town,” Rossi said. “Maybe there 
aren’t any, but at least I think the town de- 
serves an opportunity to have us put some 
thought process into other areas ... that may 
need our CPA money.” 

Councilor Gina Letellier disagreed with 
Rossi, stating that by doing Phase | of the 
park, Agawam officials have committed to 
its completion. 

She pointed out that without appropriat- 
ing the $1.8 million, the town could not re- 
ceive the $400,000 Parkland Acquisitions 
and Renovations for Communities (PARC) 
reimbursement grant, which Parks and Rec- 
reation Director Christopher Sparks applied 
for, and won. In order to receive those funds, 
the town is required to spend a minimum of 
$1.8 million. 

“If we don’t accept this grant, we prob- 
ably have to wait two more fiscal years to get 
into the next grant cycle,” said Letellier. 

Councilor Robert Magovern said he 
doesn’t believe the project will be as expen- 
sive as it’s projected to be. 

“I saw the budget figures for the Phase 2 
portion of the park,” he said. “ I think there’s 
a lot of fat in there.” 

He went on to say that he was a proponent 
of the proposal because if it failed to pass 
a city council vote, the town would lose the 
$400,000 grant. 

“If we don’t get the $400,000, we’re go- 
ing to have to cut that much more out of the 
park and I don’t want to see it cut down that 
drastically,’ Magovern said. 

Calabrese, however, said she was looking 
at the park “as a matter of priority of spend- 
ing of taxpayer dollars. 

“Tt seems to me that we have a lot more 
priority in town that needs to be addressed,” 
she said. “I love the park, too, and I know 
that the CPA works very hard to administer 
this money well and effectively and I really 
applaud them for doing this job because it’s 
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142 Meadow Street 
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a very difficult job and they do it very well. 
I’m just philosophically opposed to spend- 
ing this kind of money.” 

Calabrese cited such needs as handicap 
accessibility at Agawam Town Hall and im- 
proved sidewalks in school zones so that stu- 
dents may walk to school. 

“T think that we really need to talk about 
improving our infrastructure before we spend 
money on some of these niceties,” she said. 
Letellier countered that CPA funds could not 
be used to fix the town’s infrastructure. 

“T don’t want the public to think that if we 
don’t build this park, we’re going to have 
this money to fix the sidewalks and the roads 
because that’s just not the case,” she said. 

Calabrese told Agawam Advertiser News 
that she is “well aware of the earmarks” for 
CPA funds. 

“That’s why I give this kind of spending 
so much scrutiny,” she said. 

Five individuals — including CPC chair- 
man Henry Kozloski and former City Coun- 
cilor Jill Messick — voiced their support for 
the park project. 

The Community Preservation Act was 
passed by state Legislature in 2000 to allow 
municipalities to assess up to a3 percent sur- 
charge on property with at least 10 percent 
of the funds earmarked for one of three cat- 
egories: affordable housing, historical pres- 
ervation and open space preservation/recre- 
ation. The remaining funds may be allocated 
for any combination of the allowed uses or 
for land or recreational use. 

The town of Agawam voted in November 
2001 to adopt CPA and assess a 1 percent 
surcharge on real estate taxes. The town 
receives a match for funds collected for eli- 
gible projects, which was 100 percent when 
first adopted. In recent years, however, the 
state match has hovered at about 25 percent. 

The council passed the resolutions to ap- 
propriate the $1.8 million in CPA funds and 
accept the $400,000 PARC grant by a vote 
of 8-2.

PD to receive ‘active shooter’ training

Markowski is a retired ATF agent who 
was assigned to the Boston Field Division 
of that agency as division tactical advisor 
and Special Response Team member, said 
Campbell. 

“He does a lot of training in the area in 
matters such as this, and being an Agawam 
resident, he will do very well by us,’ Camp- 
bell told the council. 

Markowski would also help the depart- 
ment develop an operational plan. 

“This is something that we can’t over- 
look,” he said. “‘There’s a lot of attention 
paid to this. The 31 communities that were 
hit by active shooters, I’m sure none of them 
in their wildest dreams ever felt that it would 
be them.” 

The training would be administered to all 
sworn personnel — 40 patrol officers and 10 
supervisors — and would be done in an eight- 
hour block of time, which means all officers 
would need to be compensated for eight 
hours at the current overtime rate, commen- 
surate with their rank. In addition, the de- 
partment would need to purchase equipment 
necessary to administer the training, which it 
does not currently own. 

“Our goal is to ensure that our residents 
can be assured that this department has 
trained its members to effectively respond to 
a dynamic situation where rapid police inter- 
vention requires a high probability of the use 
of deadly force by those officers,” Campbell 
wrote in his request. “The days of waiting 
for the arrival of specialized units to respond

to situations are now just a memory for all 
law enforcement agencies nationwide. So- 
cietal shifts have now made it necessary for 
rank and file officers to make rapid entry into 
highly deadly situations to prevent further 
injury and death to innocent persons.” 

Campbell told Agawam Advertiser News 
that he hopes to have the training take place 
during school vacation in February, but said 
that was dependent on whether the depart- 
ment received the equipment in time. School 
Superintendent William Sapelli is “very 
much in support” of the training, Campbell 
said, adding, Sapelli has offered the depart- 
ment the use of whichever school it wants to 
conduct the training. 

“He knows the value of this; he knows the 
dangers,” Campbell said. 

The request was referred to the city coun- 
cil finance subcommittee, which met Jan. 
17. Campbell and Lt. Eric Gillis were pres- 
ent at that meeting. The finance subcommit- 
tee voted unanimously to recommend that 
the council approve the request. 

The council approved Campbell’s $35,217 
budgetary transfer request by a 10-0 vote. 
Councilor Donald Rheault was not present 
at the meeting. 

Campbell voiced his appreciation to both 
the city council and Mayor Richard A. Co- 
hen for their support. 

“They know the importance of taking care 
of not only our schools, but our police of- 
ficers,” he said.

Liebel would go up 8-0 with a takedown and a pair of 
nearfalls before he finally turned over his opponent Hunter 
Fraseca from Somers High School. 

Connor Liebel, who picked up his 100th win of the sea- 
son a month ago, continues to win matches and defeated Da- 
vid Brazeau from Dean Technical High School early in the 
second round to capture the crown at 120 pounds.

AGAWAM - The Agawam boys and girls varsity indoor 
track teams faced off against Northampton, West Springfield 
and Westfield in a quad meet at Smith College in Northamp- 
ton on Friday, Jan. 25.

Lady Brownies 
hold off Pacers

CHICOPEE- It has been a mixed season for the Agawam 
girls basketball team, so their 43-41 win at Chicopee could 
be the start of something big. This was one that nearly got 
away as the Brownies took a big lead, fell behind and then 
came back at the end to win. 

Agawam seemed in full control after the first quarter with 
a 15-4 lead, but the Chicopee defense clamped down on them 
and the Pacers closed to a point by halftime. After the break, 
the momentum was with Chicopee and on several occasions 
in the third quarter, they had gone up by four points. But in 
the final frame, it was the Brownies with the edge and while 
the teams traded points down the stretch, the Pacers could 
not keep up and fell short by two points at the end. 

It was nearly a minute before Agawam took a 2-0 lead on 
jumper by Danielle Stratton and another minute after that for 
Chicopee to tie it up on a shot by Brittany Taylor. The teams 
traded baskets on their next two possessions with Alycia 
Rackliffe scoring for Agawam and Katie Cyr for Chicopee. 
Another minute passed before there was another score and 
that was by Rackliffe to give the Brownies a 6-4 lead. Then 
it was two more minutes of scoreless play before the Brown- 
ies continued the run with a Stratton hoop. They ended the 
quarter having scored 11 straight points as Stratton made a 
shot at the buzzer. Agawam led 15-4 after one. 

Amira Jones two free throws just 12 seconds into the sec- 
ond quarter broke that string, but a minute later Paige Pres- 
ton got it back to 11 for Agawam. Those would be the only 
points scored in the second quarter by the Brownies. Ashley 
Dion went to the line after making a basket to try to complete 
a three-point play. Then three minutes passed and she hit two 
free throws and then with 2:21 left, Dion buried a three. With 
5 seconds on the clock before halftime, Emily Dowd’s put

AGAWAM - The Agawam ice hockey 
team is starting to go through one of the 
tougher parts of their regular season sched- 
ule.

With a 1-9-2 record, 
Agawam is not likely to meet Belchertown 
again in the tournament as they have in pre- 
vious years. 

The Brownies scored early and often and 
did not have any difficult dealing with the 
Orioles at all. 

Agawam had three players score two goals 
each and four others added single goals as 
the Brownies built a 5-0 lead after just one 
period. 

Justin Lecuyer, James Newsome, and Joe 
Shea all scored two goals each. Lecuyer 
also had two assists for four total points. 
Billy Wysocki and Seamus Curran each 
had four points with a goal and three assists 
each. Kyle Jenks, another scoring threat for 
the Brownies, added four assists. 

Anthony Cichetti and Corey Jenks also 
scored goals for Agawam. 


After building a 5-0 lead, Agawam would 
add three in the second period and quieted in 
the third with just two goals. 

The victory made Agawam 11-2-1 for the 
regular season. The Brownies started out the 
regular season a perfect 10-0 and qualified 
for the tournament before any other team in 
Western Massachusetts. 

The Brownies had their first tie of the sea- 
son when they battled to a 4-4 deadlock with 
South Hadley High School last Wednesday 
night at Olympia Ice Center. 

The game was a physical knockdown 
struggle between the two playoff rivals. 
Agawam was playing South Hadley (for- 
merly Holyoke) twice in the regular for the 
first time in several years. The two teams are 
not league rivals. 

The Brownies would take a 2-1 lead in the 
second period after the two teams battled to 
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a scoreless deadlock. 

In the third, South Hadley finally found 
their scoring sticks and struck for three goals 
to take a 4-3 lead late into the game. 

With the goalie removed, it was Corey 
Jenks who came through once again for 
Agawam as he scored his second goal of the 
game with just a few seconds remaining to 
help Agawam earn the tie. 

Newsome and Alex Abilantis each scored 
for Agawam and goalie Anthony Ascioti 
made 33 saves. South Hadley goalie Devin 
Hoagland made 37 saves. 

The Brownies will next play on Saturday 
in an independent game against Division 3 
Longmeadow at 2 p.m.

Nick Hope was a third-place finisher when 
he won the heavyweight consolation bracket 
with a 38 second victory over Korry Waples 
from South Windsor. 

Nick Blais took fourth at 220 pounds, last 


losing to Joseph Torres from Amityville by 
decision. 

A total of 19 teams took part in the annual 
tournament with teams coming from all over 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, and New York. 

South Windsor was the team winner of the 
tournament with 181 points. They also had 
the most champions with three. Amityville 
placed second with 127.5 points and Aga- 
wam was third with a 121.5 points. 

Coach Armondo Ramos said the tourna- 
ment was a good opportunity for Agawam to 
face some different competition.

AGAWAM - The Agawam boys bas- 
ketball team is now eliminated from tour- 
nament contention by winning 50 percent 
of their games after losing their 11th game 
of the season last week against Commerce 
in a high scoring affair on Jan. 18.

LUDLOW - Alejandro Sucre, a striker 
for the Western Mass Pioneers the last two 
years, was drafted with the 67th overall pick 
of the Major League Soccer Supplemen- 
tal Draft by the Vancouver Whitecaps FC, 
making him the first Pioneers player to be 
selected in franchise history.

There, Sucre is a 
two-time champion and helped them accom- 
plish an undefeated season in 2012. 

“The Pioneers have a unique culture of 
soccer excellence that is tangible in every 
facet of the club,” Sucre said. “The coach- 
ing staff, the players and the fans all share 
a common passion for the game that helps 
the team perform well during matches. I’ve 
always seen the Pioneers as a competitive 
whole that aims to achieve great results ev- 
ery year.”

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REGION - My wife calls me an atmo- 
spheric optimist. I see snow when most 
predict a wintry mix, and project a lasting 
base while others just see sticks. With the 
extended thaw and frustrating arctic cold 
snow drought we experienced most of this 
January, I find myself flipping through the 
pages of my personal snow journal, which 
has unofficially tracked my Nordic journeys 
as well as winter snowfall amounts and tem- 
perature swings for the past 10 years. And 
there are some interesting seasonal trends to 
think about while we pray for more signifi- 
cant snow to arrive. 

Yes, we thankfully received a few scant 
inches of new snow this week, but lost most 
of that gain on Wednesday with a brief thaw. 
The good news is most professionally oper- 
ated Nordic ski centers in Massachusetts will 
be open this weekend (hopefully). But they 
too desperately need to build up more base 
for the warmer winter days ahead in Febru- 
ary. We need desperately a big snowstorm of 
a foot or more. 

While we received a record low of only 
32 inches (which includes the freak 14-inch 
October 2011 blizzard) during last winter’s 
“Great Snow Drought of 2012,” we have re- 
ceived about 34.5 inches of white stuff lo- 
cally so far this winter. Last winter, a strange 
thaw occurred during all of January followed 
by a totally snowless dead brown February. 
Yuck. And mid-November through most of 
December was also very mild last year. It 
took until early March 2012 to receive any 
skiable snow in our local woods. Talk about 
depressing. 

However, if I flip back to year 2006- 
2007, we can find very similar conditions to 
how last winter’s snowfall totals unfolded. 
Though not nearly as mild, the 2006-2007 
season gave us only 34 inches total in our re- 
gion. However, I did not even log my first ski 
outing until Jan. 24, 2007. And lacking any 
real base, I had to ski along the edges of our 
beaver pond out back to even get that one 
in. The first significant snowfall that year 
only arrived locally on Feb. 3, 2007 with 10 
inches. 

But the good news was February 2007 
ended up being a great base month with a 
few dense snow/sleet events to really thicken 
things up for us underneath. So there is a les- 
son there for me. Just when you think things 
could not get any dimmer for Nordic skiing, 
Mother Nature comes out of nowhere and 
surprises you. 

Since that similar season of 2007, we have 
had 78 inches of snow by March 1, 2008, 73 
inches by March 3, 2009, and another snow 
drought year with only 38 inches locally 
by Feb. 28, 2010. A whopper snow year hit 
with endless base and skiing for most of the 
winter ending with 82.5 inches of snow by 
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Don’t judge winter by its cover 


March 5, 2011. Then, we all paid for that 
blessing the next season that wasn’t really 
winter at all. 

I like to call our current winter a recovery 
season. Think (and pray) for snow.

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Getting ‘up to speed’ with driving rules 


Auto school open in Agawam

Need help learning the rules of the road? 
Patriot Auto School, Agawam’s newest driv- 
er’s education school, can teach you. 

Owner Tony Spear has been involved in 
driving education for over 11 years. The in- 
struction school business runs in the family; 
he worked for his aunt and uncle, owners of 
Meadows Driving Schools, in between the 
times he was away with the Air National 
Guard. 

“When I got back into it, I realized that 
I could offer something a little bit different 
as far as the focus and bring a fresh take on 
an old subject,” said Spear, who grew up in 
West Springfield and now lives in Agawam. 

Spear and his instruction team are up to 
speed with the revamped Massachusetts 
driver’s education curriculum. It’s still a 
requirement for driving hopefuls to take 
classes if they want to get their license be- 
fore the age of 18. Now, students must clock 
30 hours of classroom time, six to 12 hours 
of driving time with additional six hours of 
observation. 

There’s also a mandatory, two-hour class 
for parents that updates them on what their 
children learned in their classroom time and 
behind the wheel. 

“The class is to keep parents and guard- 
ians of students aware of what’s expected 
during the whole licensing process,” said 
Spear. “It’s very important to keep everyone 


in the loop and that they know what their 
kids are doing while they’re here and then 
afterwards. They need to have their children 
accountable for the new responsibility.” 

Spear shared how it’s essential to make 
sure students and parents are familiar with 
the rules associated with being a junior op- 
erator, especially those regarding time and 
passenger restrictions. 

“Parents need to be aware of those because 
sometimes what the students take away and 
how they perceive what they’re being taught 
and bring home to their parents isn’t always 
the case,” said Spear. 

Classroom hours are Monday through Fri- 
day with a drop-in system so students can 
accumulate the right amount of hours. 

“We beefed the curriculum up a little bit 
as far as what’s required,” said Spear. “We 
bring in local and state police, fire and EMS 
to give a different perspective other than a 
driving instructor’s viewpoint on the rules of 
the road. We try to get as much information 
from as many different angles that we can 
for the kids to make sure they are aware of 
the dangers out there.” 

Students can schedule their on-road prac- 
tice and observation time in the Patriot Auto 
vehicle any day of the week. 

“On roads are every day,” said Spear. “We 
stay local to get them familiar with Agawam 
and West Springfield, the places that they’ ll 
be every day. In 12 hours they should expe- 
rience most, if not all, of what the area has 
to offer as far as driving goes with rotaries, 
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Patriot Auto School, located on Springfield Street in Agawam, is the ar- 


ea’s newest driver instruction facility.

Spear noted how Patriot Auto School has 
a strict no cell phone policy for students as 
well as instructors. 

“That’s something we really emphasize. 
It’s a big deal, especially now. It’s right up 
there with drinking and driving,” said Spear.
